WALLACE ABANDONS EFFORT 
TO FIX RETAIL MILK PRICES 


New Policy on Marketing Agreements Will 
Attack Problem Through Producers 
Rather Than Distributors.

56 Persons Hurt in Crowd 
of 10,000 Gathered to 
Say Good-By to Group to 
Navy Recruits.

TOKIO, Jan. 8.—Seventy-one per- 
sons were killed and 56 injured in 
a panic in a crowd at the Kyoto 
railroad station, the Rengo News 
Agency correspondent at Kyoto re- 
ported today. 

The stampede occurred shortly 


after 2 a. m., when about 10,000 
relatives and friends jammed the 
station’s platform to say good-by to 
a group of recruits to the Japanese 
Navy. 

The recruits were already aboard 
the train, which was standing in 
the station. One person fell and 
cried for help, starting the panic. 
Hundreds were crushed and tram- 
pled, including women and chil- 
dren. 

Police and public organizations 
were mobilized to carry the wound- 
ed to hospitals and to recover the 
bodies. 


CHARGES OF GRAFT IN CWA 
WORK AT LOS ANGELES 


Nothing Less Than Public Scandal, 
Says Officer of .Democratic 
State Committee. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 8.—John B. 
Elliott, first vice-chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee, in a statement which termed 
management of the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration projects here for the 
last four weeks nothing less than 
a public scandal, said today that 


“I, for one, shall not remain silent 
about it any longer.” 

Elliott said his investigation had 
convinced him of a great waste of 
public money, the use of the un- 
employment relief for personal ends 
and ambitions, a betrayal of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and gross mishan- 
dling and mismanagement of what 
Washington intended to be a su- 
preme effort to aid the jobless. 
Elliott said he intended to put the 
entire question before the Federal 
grand jury, if possible. 

“As high as 16,000 to 17,000 un- 
employed have been assigned daily 
to various projects without any 
tools or any kind of materials with 
which to work,” the statement said. 
“This army of men has stood about 
day after day in many cases for 
more than 10 consecutive days with 
nothing to work with and nothing 
to do while they were on the Fed- 
eral pay roll at 50 cents an hour. 
“Thousands of workers who were 
working have not been paid, some 
of them for as long as four weeks 
atatime. The pay checks for these 
workers were drawn, but were mis- 
placed or could not be found.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace an- 
nounced today a new policy on milk 
marketing agreements intended to 
emphasize efforts to bolster prices 
which producers receive. 

It ends administration efforts to 
enforce the prices received by dis- 
tributers and retailers. 

Wallace said that new marketing 
agreements would be formulated in 
cities where agreements are already 
in force and changes would be 
made in agreements which nave 
not yet been placed in force. 

In some markets where producer- 
distributers handle a large volume 
of milk no minimum resale prices 
will be included. 

Since retail price schedules are 
not to be established, Wallace said 
consumers would be protected 


against abnormal price increases by 
the right which the administration 
will reserve to step in and establish 
maximum prices. 

Important points in the new pol- 
icy were listed as permanently 
high prices for producers, mainten- 
ance of a balance between prices 
of fluid milk and butter, cheese 
and other dairy products, and 
recognition of the principle of pro- 
duction control to sustain higher 
prices generally. 


Local Control Boards. 


The administration declared that 
responsibility in administering the 
new marketing agreements would 
be left largely to local groups and 
that for this purpose local control 
boards would bé established with 
representation by distributers,.pro- 
ducers’ groups and the general pub- 
lic. 

New agreements to be drawn will 
make use of milk cooling or other 
market devices in order to dis- 
tribute the burden of seasonal sur- 
pluses among all fluid milk pro-

Milk marketing agreements to be 
adopted will be conditioned on 
pledges made by producers’ associa- 
tions that they will participate 
fully in the national production 
control program. f 
Administration officials said steps 
would be taken to protect producers 
against unfair competition and to 
insure that distributers pay farmers 
properly and regularly for their 
milk supply. 
“Fluid milk marketing agreements 
and licenses will be used in a modi- 
fied form and as a supplement to a 
general program of dairy produc- 
tion adjustment,” Wallace said. 


Results of Price Cutting. 


“Fluid milk markets have been 
threatened with demoralization be- 
cause of acute price cutting due to 
excessive supplies. This demorali- 
zation has been reflected almost en- 
tirely in prices paid to producers, 
resulting in ruinously low returns 
f> the farmers. 

Maintenance of high fixed retail 
prices to consumers, even with the 
enforcement powers of the adminis- 
tration, has proved impossible in 
such circumstances.” 

Wallace said the administration 
no longer would use its powers un- 
der the Farm Act to relieve dis- 
tributers of the forces of competi- 
tion as they tend to correct unjus- 
tifiable profit taking in milk. He 
added: 

“By maintaining fluid milk prices 
to farmers on a sound economic 
basis and in proper. relationship 
with butter fat prices, it is antici- 
pated that the primary cause of 
market demoralization will be re- 
moved. It should no longer be pos- 
sible to use milk producers as a 
buffer in competitive price wars.” 


$2,800,000 IN GOLD TURNED 
INTO TREASURY SINCE DEC. 28 


Morgenthau Keports Also 1157 
Ounces of Silver Sent to Mints 
Under Coinage Act. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. — Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
said today the Treasury had re- 
ceived $2,810,002 in gold since his 
order of Dec. 28 calling in all mon- 
etary stocks outside the Federal Re- 
serve Banks and Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. Gold coin 
turned in amounted to $1,032,827, 
gold certificates to $1,757,600 and 
gold bullion to $19,575. 
Morgenthau said the first week’s 
operation of President Roosevelt's 
silver coinage brought into Federal 
mints 1157 ounces of silver. The 
San Francisco mint received 392 
ounces and the Denver mint 765 
ounces. At an average price of 
64% cents an ounce for all silver 
turned in, miners received $746. 
Half of the silver is retained by 
the Government. 
Morgenthau said during the last 
week the Treasury purchased $44,- 
713,000 of Government obligations. 
This was the largest single week's 
buying since the policy was begun 
seven weeks ago. Morgenthau said 
that $10,000,000 of this amount was

Sentence Deferred Until 
March 1 for Former

TO BE WITNESS IN

One of Six Indicted After 
Expose Last April—Pen- 
alty One to Five Years, 
$2000 Maximum Fine. 


Addison J. Throop, former chair- 
man of the St. Clair County Board 
of Tax Review and one of six in- 
dicted last April in an investigation 
of the East Side tax graft scandal 
exposed by the Post-Dispatch, 
pleaded guilty before Circuit Judge 
Joyce at Belleville today of con- 
spiracy to solicit bribes. 

At the request of State’s Attor- 
ney Zerweck, sentence was deferred 
until, March 1. It is understood 


that prior to that time Zerweck 
hopes to try others indicted in the 
case, against whom Throop will be 
a voluntary witnesa 

When Throop, through his attor- 
ney, Louis Beasley, announced this 
morning that he wanted to enter 
a plea of guilty, Judge Joyce ques- 
tioned him carefully to determine 
whether he had read the indict- 
ment, and whether he knew the 
range of punishment, a fine up to 
$2000, a prison sentence of from 
one to five years, or both. Throop 
replied that he did, and the plea 
was entered. 

Admitted Soliciting Bribes. 

It was the admission of Throop, 
prominent in church and Boy Scout 
circles in East St. Louis, that led 
to the tax graft investigation last 
April by a special grand (jury. 
Throop declared that he was a 
member of a group which had 
solicited and received bribes from 
East Side corporations in consider- 
ation of lowering their tax assess- 
ments, or exempting them from 
general rises in assessments. 

Named in indictments charging 
conspiracy, in addition to Throop, 
were: Frank P. McKane, member 
of the Board of Review; Charies E. 
Melvin, member of the Board of 
Assessors; Arthur P. O’Leary, for- 
mer chairman of the Board of Re- 
view, and Edward J. Delmore, vice- 
president and auditor of the Hun- 
ter Packing Co. 

Harry Parker, former confiden- 
tial employe of Throop’s Call Print- 
ing Co. in East St. Louis, charged 
with forgery in the same investiga- 
tion, has not. been apprehended. 

Change in System Pending. 

State’s Attorney Zerweck is un- 
derstood to be planning on trying 
some or all of the defendants in 
the conspiracy case, either the last 
of this month or the first part of 
February. 

Last Saturday the St. Clair Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors voted to 
place on the ballot in the Novem- 
ber election a proposal to abolish 
the boards of review and assess- 
ment and return to the old system 
of handling assessments and_ re- 
views by a single board. St. Clair 
County is the only one in Illinois 
still following the cumbersome dou- 
ble board system.

“The 
darker of the two Negroes came up 
to me, while the other stood in the 
background, and asked for a nickel 
bar of candy. 

“While I was ‘getting it, Belic 
stood between two counters, just 
a few feet away, reading the labels’ 
on bottles and packages on the 
counter. 

“As I was getting the candy the 
dark Negro suddenly said, ‘Come 
on, let’s have it.’ I wasn’t sure I 
had understood him and I said, 
‘What’s that?’ 

“At that he drew a_reyolver, 
pointed it at me and said with an 
oath, “This is a stickup—let’s have 
the money. Belic straightened up 
and made some sort of a muffled 
exclamation—I suppose, of surprise. 
“He turned slowly around. He 
was raising his hands and had 
them just above the level of his belt 
when, without warning, the Negro 
fired. Belic didn’t have a chance. 
He fell just where he had been 
standing and lay with his face on 
the floor. 


Hit on Head by Robber. 


“The Negro with the revolver 
stepped over him and snatched off 
my glasses. He hit me~ hard blow 
on the head and told me to get 
back to the cash register. Mean- 
while, the other man, a _ light- 
skinned Negro, was trying to open 
the drawer and get at the cash. 

“I opened the register and the 
dark Negro told the other fellow 
to clean it out. He did. Then the 
man with the revolver grabbed me 
by the collar and told me to march 
ahead of him. They forced me out 
of the store and @ few steps west 
to Twenty-first street, then north 
to an alley.

BISHOP CANNON LOSES 
SUPREME COURT PLEA 


Must Stand Trial on Charge of 
Failure to Report Cam- 
paign Funds. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. —The Su- 
preme Court held today that Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., and his secre- 
tary, Ada L. Burroughs, must stand 
trial on an indictment charging 
them with failing to report con- 
tributions received in the church- 
man’s 1928 fight against Alfred E. 
Smith for President. 

The court upheld the validity of 
the corrupt practices act, requiring 
reports to the Clerk of the House, 
which had been challenged by the 
Southern Methodist churchman.

C. Jameson of New York, and to 
have failed to report them.

The decision is considered impor- 
tant in connection with other emere- 
gency legislation. 

Home~ Building & Loan As- 
sociation had a mortgage on the 
home of John H. Blaisdell in Min- 
neapolis, which was foreclosed, 

Under the law in effect at the 
time the mortgage contract was 
made, Blaisdell had one year from 
the date. of the foreclosure sale in 
which tq redeem the property. 

Under the new State moratorium 
law, the time was extended to 
three years, the Loan Association 
in the meantime holding and rent~ 
ing the property. 

Emphasizing the serious condi- 
tions arising out of financial, com- 
mercial, agricultural and industrial 
depression, Minnesota contended it 
had kept within its constitutional 
police power. 

The validity of the act was as 
sailed on the ground that contrac- 
tual and other rights under the 
Federal Constitution had been vio- 
lated in an attempt by the State to 
make the exercise of its police pow- 
ers superior to the Federal Consti- 
tution. 

Chief Justice Hughes, in deliver- 
ing the opinion, emphasized the 
emergency character of the act, re- 
ferring to shrinkage of land valk 
ues and refusal of banks to lend 
money on mortgages. 

Under the law, Hughes said, all 
conditions remained under the 
moratorium act the same as before 
its enactment with the exception of 
time in which the property might 
be redeemed. 

“Emergency does not create pow~ 
er,” Hughes added, “but emergency 
may create occasion for the exer 
cise of power which exists.” 

Rights Protested. 

After reviewing many decisions 
which had held invalid laws which 
affected contracts, the Chief Jus- 
tice said they did not help in the 
present case because the Minnesota 
statute had protected the rights of 
the company holding the mortgage 
by giving it rent and the like dur- 
ing the moratorium. 

The growth of the nation, he

The Chief Justice said the Minne- 
sota statute did not violate the 
Federal -Constitution and that the 
Court was not controlled or influ« 
enced by a consideration of wheth- 
er the law was wise or unwise.

BIG DISTRIBUTERS

eries were halted in Chicago today 
with violence reported over a 100- 
mile area in a dairymen’s strike 
against reduced prices. ° 


Dumping of milk spread from. 


highways surrounding Chicago and 
reached into the city itself. Inde- 
pendent retail dealers who attempt- 
ed to deliver milk saw their trucks 
tipped over or the contents spilled 
‘into sewers. 

With both producers and distrib- 
uters anxious to settle the strike, 
conferences were held to devise 
means of meeting the farmers’ de- 


mands, a guaranteed basic price of 
$1.85 a hundred pounds. 

Twenty-five larger Chicago 
dairies, supplying most of the city’s 
milk, announced willingness to pay 
the price sought, but the problem 
of how to force smaller indepen- 
dents into line held up the settle- 
ment. 

The farmers have demanded, 
through the Pure Milk Associa- 
tion, representing 18,000 producers, 
that the minimum price be paid by 
every dairy to every farmer, re- 
gardiess of whether the farmer 
holds membership in the associa- 
tion. 

Problem of Enforcement. 

Government licensing of dairies 
under the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act. has been suggested by pure 
milk officials as a means of en- 
forcing the price. The association 
recently withdrew from a Chicago 
milk marketing agreement because 
of failure in enforcement. 

The most serious reports of vio- 
lence came from Wisconsin, where 
interference with railroad trains 
hauling milk was reported. Sheriff 
Clarence Erickson reported finding 
of obstructions on tracks of the 
Northwestern road in Kenosha 
County and near the Wisconsin-Il- 
linois line. 

Attempts were made at Lyons and 
Sturtevant, Wis., to dump" 48,000 
pounds of milk from a refrigerator 
car. . Trainmen told of hearing a 
shot fired Saturday night in Ke- 
nosha, Wis. 

Hundreds of thousands of gallons 
of milk were dumped on the high- 
ways. The blockade into Chicago 
Was reported nearly 100 per cent 
effective. 

Regular Deliveries Stopped. 

Although the shortage was not 
acute, all regular deliveries of milk 
were stopped in Chicago. Hospitals 
and other institutions received their 
regular supplies, and families with 
small children were informed they 
might obtain emergency supplies by 
calling certain dairies. 

Hotels and restaurants had ade- 
quate supplies for today and most 
families had purchased enough over 
the week-end to last for a day or 
two. Families driving to the out- 
. skirts of the city bought milk from 
farmers or at roadside stands. 

In one instance of violence in the 
city, a delivery truck of the Mea- 
dowmoor Dairy, one of the largest 
of independents which refused to 
set any minimum price for farmers, 
was pushed into the Chicago River. 

Another truck was pushed into 
the river near Halsted street. 

Indications that vandals might be 
taking part in the dumping came 
when two trucks of the Lincoln 
Dairy Co. were halted as they were 
delivering milk to families with 
small children, and about 10,000 
quarts were dumped. The company 
is a member of the Chicago Milk 
Council and was making deliveries 
under authorization. 

Several trucks were stolen, and 
others were damaged in being over- 
turned on the streets. 

Details of Compromise Offer. 

The milk association’s compro- 
mise offer, announced late last 
night by A. M. Krahl, the organiza- 
tion’s director of public relations, 
came after the receipt of a tele- 
gram from Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry A. Wallace, offering the Gov- 
ernment’s co-operation in attempt- 
ing a settlement. 

“The producers’ offer,” said 
Krahl, “is $2.10 a hundred pounds 
-for all milk sold as fluid milk and 
$1.15 a hundred for all milk used 
for cream purposes. As soon as 
this sign-up has been completed at 
the above prices we are assured by 
the leaders in the country that de- 
liveries of milk will start at once. 
This carries out the provision of the 
present Government license as to 
a milk price of $2.10 a hundred for 
fluid milk and lowers the cream 
price from $1.45 to $1.15, or 16 
cents above butter fat, which would 
make a blended price to all produc-

Resolution to Give People 
Vote on Park’s Program 
Lacks Six Votes—Some 
‘*Supporters Duck.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 8.—The 
Bennett resolution, to give the peo- 
ple of the State an opportunity to 
vote on adoption of Gov. Park’s 
public works program, which has 
been blocked in the Senate by pub- 
lic utility oppos:tion, failed of pass- 
age in the House this afternoon. 
The vote was 70 ayes and seven 
noes, the favorable votes being six 
less than the required constitutional 
majority. 

Representative Bennett of Dent 
County, author of the resolution, 
said a reconsideration would be 
sought. He said the resolution was 
defeated because several of the 
supposed supporters “ducked” the 
roll call. 

There was considerable conges- 
tion at the side doors of the House 
when a roll call was reached, due 
to House members leaving the 
chamber. The final roll call showed 
72 absentees. 

Opposed by Lobby. 

Representatives of the public util- 
ity lobby, who so far have prevent- 
ed the passage in the special ses- 
sion of any legislation to which 
they are opposed, have been active 
against the resolution since it was 
introduced. 

This is the first time the House 
has refused to pass _ legislation 
urged by the Governor in his rec- 
ommendations to the special ses- 
sion. Earlier in the session the 
House passed, by an overwhelming 
vote, the Weakley bill consolidating 
in one measure all of the provi- 
sions of the Governor’s four sepa- 
rate public works bills. The Weak- 
ley bill is dying in the Senate 
Municipal Corporations Committee, 
together with the Governor’s four 
bills. 

Representative Bennett changed 
his vote from aye to no, to be ina 
position later to move a reconsider- 
ation of the adverse vote. 

Constitutional Amendment. 

The resolution would submit to 
voters of the State a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, to write in- 
to the Constitution the enabling 
provisions of the Governor’s public 
works bills. The amendment would 
permit cities and towns of less than 
75,000 population to issue revenue 
bonds, by a four-sevenths majority 
vote, for the construction of munic- 
ipally owned gas, electric and water 
utility plants, distribution systems, 
sewer systems, and ice plants. The 
bonds would be retired from earn- 
ings of the improvement and would 
not be an obligation against the 
city or against tax funds. 

Under present requirements a 
limited amount of bonds may be is- 
sued for construction of municipal- 
ly-owned utilities, but a majority of 
two-thirds is required, and the 
bonds must be retired through 
property taxes. 

The House members who voted 
against the resolution, aside from 
Bennett, who changed to “no” only 
for the purpose of being in a posi- 
tion to move reconsideration, were 
Representatives Daniels of Rey- 
nolds County, Drury of Ste. Gene- 
vieve, Haskell and Lafferty of Kan- 
sas City, and James and Sherwood 
of Buchanan County. 

Bennett pointed out, in urging 
passage of the resolution, that it 
merely would give to people of the 
State the right to determine, by 
their vote, whether they wanted to

NORMAN THOMAS ASSAILS 
HUGE ROOSEVELT BUDGET 


Praises Public Works Program, 
but Would Finance It by Con- 
trolled Inflation. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 8 — Norman 
Thomas, Socialist leader, in an ad- 
dress here last night, criticised the 
administration’s program of in- 
creasing the public debt $9,000,000,- 
000 to an estimated $31,834,000,000 
total by June 30, 1935, to pay for 
recovery measures. 

He praised the Public Works 
program, but said he would have 
financed it through issuance of 
non-interest bearing Treasury 
notes. Admitting this to be infla- 
tion, he proposed that such notes 
be limited to self-liquidating proj- 
ects and that their issuance be 
stopped when prices had becn 
boosted to the 1926 level.

PRESIDENT MODIFIES RECOVERY 
SPENDING CONTROL ORDER 


Weekly Reports of All Expenditures 
to Be Made to Comptroller- 
General, — 
By tke Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today modified his 
recovery expenditures control order 
to require only weekly reports to 
the Director of the Budget rather 
than making budget estimates a 
prerequisite for emergency expendi- 
tures. 

The order as contained originally 
in his budget message to Congress 
had caused confusion and some dis- 
approval at the Public Works Ad- 
ministration and elsewhere. 

The modified order followed rep- 
resentations by some of his aids 
that the first ruling might seriously 
retard necessary expenditures of 
recovery funds. The President stood 
by his executive or .er giving Comp- 
troller-General McCarl complete au- 
thority to audit all of the recovery 
expenditures. 

The order requires “a weekly re- 
port containing an itemized state- 
ment of all allocations of funds 
made during the preceding week 


out of any emergency appropriation 
or other available emergency funds, 
and a weekly .eport containing an 
itemized statement of all obliga- 
tions incurred during the preceding 
week for the expenditure of any 
emergency appropriation or other 
available emergency fund. Such re- 
ports shall include the allocation of 
funds and the incurring of. obliga- 
tions through the issuance of se- 
curities.”

HEAD CALLS FOR 
SUPPORT OF NRA 


Everyone to Get a Square 
Deal, A. H. Geuting Tells 
National Association at 
St. Louis Convention. 


A. H. Geuting of Philadelphia, 
president of the National Shoe Re- 
tailers’ Association, opened the 
twenty-third annual convention of 
the organization at Hotel Statler 
today with an appeal to all retail 
ers in the United States not only 
to co-operate in the fullest degree 
in support of the National Recov- 
ery Administration, but to see that 
provisions of the law are enforced 


in every locality throughout the} ' 


country. 
Several thousand buyers, mer- 


chants and manufacturers from all} ; 
parts of the country are in attend-/| . 


ance to obtain pointers on 1934 
styles, market conditions and mer- 
chandising methods. Sample dis- 
plays have been set up in several 


_| hundred rooms of Hotels Jefferson, 


Statler, Mayfair and Lennox, and 
out-of-town buyers at once began 
making selections for the Easter 
trade. 

Geuting declared the National 
Recovery act pointed the way to 
better business and constructive 
growth, not only for the shoe re- 
tailer, manufactufer and wholésal- 
ér, but for all lines of endeavor in 
other trades and industriés. 

Tells of Transition. 

“Our social, our business, our 
banking, in fact all our activities, 
are going through a transition,” 
said Seuting. “Everything will be 
changed in the future. Never again 
will laissez faire, which dominated 
business under the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law, be thé vogue. 

“The New Déal gives you the 
right to confer with your fellow 
retailers, the right to agree on 
prices and trade practices favor- 
able to the retailing of shoes, s0 
long as this practice does not lead 
to monopolistic tendencies and ex- 
cessive profits. In fact predatory 
price-cutting, and the sharp prac- 
tices .of the opportunist are out. 
They are unlawful. The code will 
protect the little retailer and make 
it possible for everyone to gét a 
square deal. It will put the small 
retailer on an equal competitive 
basis. 

“It establishes rules for business 
similar to those practiced in all 
sports. The amateur, the mediocre, 
the expert play with identically the 
same regulations. This does not de- 
stroy initiative. It does not equal- 
ize the human equation. It does 
not interfere with individuality. 
The man who has the best system, 
the best knowledge, the best card 
serisé, wins. 

“And so it should be In business. 
This 1s what the NRA is striving 
for, is aiming at. It seeks to give 
the small merchant the same op- 
portunity the big man has. It én- 
deavors to put éveryone on the 
same basis. It is asking business 
to. write its own fules, its own 
codes, so overnight all of us have 
become legislators. 

“Criticism under thése conditions 
is natural, for most people do not 
care to desert the method they 
have been pursuing, but in the end 
if we all faithfully live up to the 
spirit of the codé, we shall prac 
tice business on a plane heretofore 
unknown, and, while it will never 
equalize all of us, no unfair ad- 
vantage should be granted to any- 
one. . 

“In this your association will pro- 
tect you and for this reason you 
need an association as never before. 

“No Toleration of Trickery.” 

“Every shoe retailer will be able 
to succeed just to the degree that 
he has the brains to succeed. Trick- 
éry, opportunism, predatory price 
cutting, infair practice will not be 
tolerated if we all stand by the 
codes set up. ~ 

“Many retailers have written to 
meé in regard to their mark-up, won- 
dering whether they have the right 
to mark up goods, dué to the extra 
expense the NRA may put upon 
them. Why, of course, you have 
the right to do this. The Govern- 
ment must live just the same as 
your business must live. If the 
Government cannot tax you, be- 
cause you make no profits, the 
Government itself will fail. It will 
hot be able to balance its budget 
any more than you Can balance 
your budget without a proper 
Mark-up. 

“Crops are rotting on the ground, 
fruit isn’t picked off the trees, 
Sheep have been burned on the 
ranches, coffee has been thrown 
into the ocean, the raising of wheat 
and cotton has been restricted, and 
yet the factoriég are closed in big 
cities atid the poor must go to 
Shelter houses and soup kitchens to 
live. Otir ecOfomics must be re- 
written and based upon abundance 
and not upon starvation. 

“Our President is endeavoring to 
remedy this condition. Industry at 
large is recognizing that it cannot 
do business unless there {s an ample 
Circulation of money among the 


ys Worst ls Over. 

Reminding that the shoe industry 
had “suffered greatly” in the last 
four years, the Association's presi- 
dent centinued:

“The 
Government has told us in effect,” 
Johnston said, “‘We will pay the 
cost of feeding and clothing those 
extra thousands, over and above 
the normal load, but that is as far 
as we can go. You, the _ public, 
must do your regular job of fur- 
nishing free clinics and .day nur- 
series, and homes for the aged and 
‘institutions for the poor. You must 
'do your regular jobs of caring for 
buen sick poor, the physically handi- 
‘capped, the delinquent, the mental- 
ly disordered, the aged and the un- 
married mothers.’” 

Walsh told of the organization of 
the Campaign Committee, likening 
it to a military organization, and 
paid tribute to members of the 
committee who have spent muc 
of their time in recent weeks pre- 
paring for the drive.

Aftér they had stopped all three 
got out of the car and Cusack be- 
gan shooting, French said. 

“I was heading for the river 
bank,” he told police, “hoping I 
could rush down to the water's edge 
and get away.

80 when I dropped 
into the water I played dead—just 
lying there with my head out.”

Concrete pipe is no longer expert- 
mental, he related. Cast iron pipe 
ig not made larger than 36 inches 
in diameter, while the proposed 
main will be 60 inches. Steel pipe 
probably would be fabricated in 
Pittsburgh and concrete pipe in St. 
Louls, Daily said. He estimated 
employment at 200 men in fabrica- 
tion and 200 in laying, over an 
eight-month period.

Park’s 
recommendations last October, 
when the special session convened. 
He informed the Legislature that 
the Federal Relief Administration, 
which so far has paid most of the 
cost of relief work in Missouri, had 
taken the position the cost should 
be borne, one-third each, by the 
State, local communities and _ the 
Federal Government. Relief costs 
in Missouri for 1934 are estimated 
at $12,000,000. 

Due to the legislative delays, 
Federal Relief Administrator Harry 
L. Hopkins recently announced no 
more Federal relief funds would be. 
allowed to Missouri, after Jan. 1, 
unless the Legislature took action 
to provide State relief funds. Re- 
lief agencies have been confronted 
with a crisis, no Federal funds be- 
ing available for January and local 
funds being inadequate to meet re- 
lief needs.

State Relief Director Wallace 
Crossley had urged an appropria- 
tion of $4,000,000 for this year, and 
an additional $1,000,000 as a con- 
tingent fund to assist local com- 
munities not in a position to pay 
one-third of their relief costs.

The Senate also voted an appro- 
priation of $10,000,000 for rehabili- 
tation and enlargement of the State 
eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions. Conditioned on the approval 
by proper vote of a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing 
the issuance of $10,000,000 in State 
bonds for such work. A resolution 
to submit the constitutional amend- 
ment, in a special election to be 
called by the Governor, was passed 
recently. 

Passage of the $10,000,000 appro- 
priation was necessary to author- 
ize later expenditure of the pro- 
ceeds of the bond issue, if it is 
voted. 

The Senate wrangled for more 
than an hour before adopting an 
amendment striking out $50,000 for 
attorneys’ fees in a proposed ap- 
propriation for the State Insurance 
Department to carry on litigation 
over a 162-3 per cent increase in 
fire insurance rates. The increase, 
now being collected by insurance 
companies, is being opposed by the 
department in both state and Fed- 
eral courts. The Senate appropri- 
ated $64,328 for general expense of 
the litigation. 

Senator McDowell of Charleston, 
who proposed eliminating the al- 
lowance for legal services, said the 
litigation could be handled by the 
Attorney-Genere]’s department and 
there was no need for incurring ad- 
ditional expense to pay special at- 
torneys. The special attorneys for 
the department are former Attor- 
ney-General John T. Barker and 
Floyd E. Jacobs, both of Kansas 
City. These two attorneys were 
paid about $158,000 in fees by the 
State for handling litigation over 
the 10 per cent fire insurance rate 
reduction case, which preceded the 
present case.

Constable Ralph Fuller had 
halted Underhill after a $52 rob- 
bery of a Picher theater and asked 
O’Neal to handcuff him. Underhill 
dodged between the two men, seized 
Fuller’s gun, fired once at O’Neal 
and filed. 

Gets Life, but Escaped. 

Finally captured and tried for the 
murder of Fee, Underhill was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. June 
3, 1927. An escape plot the follow- 
ing September failed, but Underhill 
got away July 14, 1931. 

Resolved, he said later, never to 
be taken alive, Underhill killed 
Merle Colver, Wichita policeman, 
just one month later. 


He was sent to Kansas State 
prison for life, but escaped with 
Harvey Bailey and nine other des- 
perate criminals in a break over 
the walls last Memorial day, kid- 
naping the Warden. Underhill, oth- 
er convicts said, wanted to kill the 
Warden, but others prevailed and 
he was released unharmed. 


Last except one of the Kansas 
fugitives to be recaptured, Under- 
hill took advantage of his freedom 
to rob half a dozen banks in Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Kentucky and Ar- 
kansas, and to marry Hazel Jar- 
rett, 37, at Coalgate, Nov. 18, 1933. 
Underill gave his name as H. W. 
Underhill and his age as 35 when 
applying for the license. 

Surprised by Posse. 

He was surprised by a posse of 
Federal and local] officers in a rent- 
ed bungalow at Shawnee Dec. 30. 
A friend, Eva Mae Nichols, with 
Underhill and his wife in the bun- 
galow, was fatally wounded in the 
exchange of shots. 

Despite his wounds, Underhill 
fled, clad only in his underwear to 
a furniture store, where he was 
captured shortly afterward. 

He was indicted for the Union 
Station killings at Kansas City of 
Convict Frank Nash and four of- 
ficers in June, 1933, but denied he 
had any part in it.

Detailed Scrutiny of Huge 
Expenditures for Recovery Is 
Demanded by Vandenberg 


Republican Senator, Approving Audit Order, 
® Wants Complete Analysis—Senate 
Asks for Processing Report. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8-—The 


Senate today without debate adopt- 
ed a resolution by Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, calling 
on the Agriculture Department to 
report collections and disburse- 
ments of processing taxes, the 


states from which collected, and 
the cost of collecting them. 

The Senate also adopted a reso- 
lution by Senator Carey (Rep.), 
Wyoming, calling on Secretary Wal- 
lace for the reasons for the “sharp 
decline” in hog prices between Oct. 
18 and Nov. 3, the latter part of 
November and during December. 
This resolution also asks for the 
number of hogs purchased by the 
Government and processed for dis- 
tribution to the needy, the amount 
paid, the disposition of the meat 
and the number of hogs still held 
for similar: relief. 

A previous resolution by Borah 
(Rep.), Idaho, adopted by the Sen- 
ate, called for a report on war 
debts.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—In_ the 
Roosevelt budget calling for ex- 
penditures mounting to more than 
$10,000,000,000 this fiscal year, Re- 
publican leaders in Congress appear 
to have found their first object of 
concerted attack. 

The call to arms is sounded in 
a statement today by Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg of Michigan, 
the assistant minority leader of 
the Senate, who, while commmend- 
ing the “brutal frankness” of the 
President’s report to the country 
on the past and prospective cost of 
the New Deal, demands “a com- 
plete analysis of all emergency ex- 
penditures, both by classifications 
and by states, covering every one 
of our alphabetical commissars, 
every unit, every subsidiary and the 
scope of their dispensations.” 
Repeats President’s Warning. 


Vandenberg rejects the theory 
that the President overstated the 
deficit for the purpose of heading 
off efforts in Congress to “correct 
the inequities” in the administra- 
tion of the economy bill, which cut 
Federal pay and veterans’ allow- 
ances. The Michigan Senator pre- 
fers to believe, he says, that the 
President has “courageously told 
the blunt truth.” 

“It is amazing,” he continues, “to 
find Washington analysts trying to 
figure out how it is physically pos- 
sible for the administration to 
spend so much money in so short 
a time. I agree with the Presi- 
dent’s theory that the wise course 
is for the country to know precise- 
ly where it stands—just as I agreed 
with his message of March 10, 1933, 
when he said that ‘too often in his- 
tory liberal governments have been 
wrecked on rocks of loose fiscal 
policy. He said then: ‘We must 
avoid that danger.’ I repeat it 
now.” 

Vandenberg then calls for de- 
tailed scrutiny of the expenditures 
whereby, according to the Presi- 
dent’s estimates, the national debt 
will be lifted to nearly $32,000,000,- 
000 at the close of the fiscal year 
1935. 

End “Loose Fiscal Policy.” 

He praises the President's execu- 
tive orders bringing the emergency 
expenditures under review by the 
Budget Bureau and the Comptrol- 
ler-General. It is a wise thing, he 
says, for the executive to end the 
“loose fiscal policy” under which 
these expenditures were made for 
10 months and to put “the usual 
watchdogs upon the trail of this 


ple’s money in the history of Gov- 
ernments.” 

.“Their ominous silence hereto- 
fore,” he continues, “emphasizes the 
need for brutal frankness in the 
congressional scrutiny. The need 
for relentless regulation and ac- 
counting is no reflection upon the 
integrity of the administrators any 
more than the need for light ina 
darkened room would be a reflec- 
tion of their eyesight. 

“No one will complain if we can 
buy prosperity at these indicated 
prices. On the contrary, many will 
be gratefully surprised. But these 
prodigal expenditures—all to be ul- 
timately reflected in taxes upon an 
already tax-soaked people — call 
for the last detail of illumination 
and every possible check upon ex- 
ploitation.” 

Again asserting that the Presi- 
dent’s aims might be defeated by 
“loose fiscal policy,” Vandenberg 
says there is a heavy responsibility 
upon Congress, in the President’s 
own interest and that of the coun- 
try, to probe the administration’s 
program “for the hazards inherent 
in them.” 

“This, I repeat, calls for all the 
facts,” the Senator. continues. 
“What does the bureaucracy itself 
cost? How much of the ‘emergen- 
cy money’ goes into collateral] chan- 
nels such as a multiplicity of high- 
powered publicity bureaus attached 
to every relief agency? Do we ac- 
tually get the results we are pay- 
ing for? Could we get more re- 
sults for less money? The facts will 
tell. I join the President in asking 
for brutal frankness.” 

Vandenberg calls specifically for 
complete reports on “the heavy 
sales taxes, otherwise known as 
processing taxes, which the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture in his isolated 
wisdom is leaving on our consum- 
ers.” 

“Reasonable Prospect” Prophecy. 

“I emphatically agree with the 
President,” he says, “that the United 
States can stand a public debt of 
$32,000,000,000 in 1936 if he is jus- 
tified in his confident optimism 
that we shall be done with all emer- 
gency expenditures in 1936 and 
that we.then can actually balance 
the Federal budget in fact rather 
than fiction. 


“Last ‘March, however, his mes- 
sage to the Congress told us that 
‘there is reasonable prospect that 
within a year the income of the 
Government will be sufficient to 
cover the expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment. I do not criticise the 
failure of that prophecy because 
the President is engaged in a war 
upon unknown forces which defy 
accurate anticipations. But it is 
desperately necessary that his 
prophecy for 1936 shall not be sirm- 
ilarly defeated.” 


Nothing in his warning, says the 
Senator, should be taken as a coun- 
sel of timidity. His point is that 
“solemn and searching precaution 
is the essence of wise courage.” 


“It is intimated,” he concludes, 
“that we shall even be asked to 
guarantee the principal of perhaps 
$4,000,000,000 of home and farm 
credit bonds, in addition to their 
interest, which already is guaran- 
teed, and in addition to all these 
other loads. The Congress cannot 
escape its share of responsibility for 
these decisions by any specious plea 
that it co-operates with the Execu- 
tive, and I am fully persuaded the 
Executive would not wish it.” 

“Indeed, I but join him on his 
own chosen ground when I sub- 
scribe whole-heartedly to his state- 
ment of March 19, 1933; “the credit 
of the United States definitely af- 
fects fundamenta) human values.

FRANCE GRANTS INCREASE 
IN QUOTAS ON U. S. G00DS 


Threefold Advance on Figures for 
First Year Announced in 
Paris. 

PARIS, Jan. 8.—France agreed 
today to increase threefold the 
quotas on American products as 

announced for the first year. 
The United States Embassy an- 
nounced the conclusion of this ar- 
rangement whereby the United 
States will be exempted from the 
French policy to reserve three-quar- 
ters of its import quotas for bar- 
gaining purposes. 
While the announced arrange- 
ment does not give full satisfaction 
to American business interests, it 
restores the quotas as they affect 
the United States to the figures of 
1982. The automobile imports still 
are hit as the quota is based on 
1932 figures, which were smaller 
than the 1933 motor imports. 
Apples and pears were not includ- 
ed in the agreements as these two 
American products already had 
been provided for in a separate ar- 
rangement by ~vhich France agreed 
to import 20,0u0 metric tons (about 
44,000,000 pounds) of these fruits 
before March 31 in exchange for an 
increased American wine quota. 
Tools of the mechanical industry 
other than those for agriculture, 
lamps and radio apparatus also 
were not included in the bargaining

CHINESE BANDITS ROB TRAIN 


Several Wounded in Fight in 
Shantung Province.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 8.—Bandits 
held up the Tientsin-Pukow train, 
south of Taian, Shantung Province, 
early today, robbed the passengers 
and escaped in the darkness after 
a fight. 

Several were wounded in shoot- 
ing when the train was brought to 
a halt by the brigands. It was be- 
lieved no foreigners were on the 
train. The holdup occurred in the 
vicinity of where the famous Blue 
Express was stopped in 1923 by 
bandits and dozens of foreigners 
carried into the mountains and held 
for 40 days.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — Post- 
master-General James A. Farley, in 
his report for the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1933, states that in the 
12-month period ended in June, 
1933, the business of the Postoffice 
Department showed a decline for 
the third successive year. The rec- 
ords of the department clearly in- 
dicate that, probably due to changed 
methods of advertising and mer- 
chandising, the period of constant- 
ly increasing postal receipts was ap- 
proaching an end even before the 
depression began. The Postoffice 
Department is now confronted with 
the problem of maintaining its rev- 
enues at the highest possible level 
so that it may continue to provide 
the service which the public prop- 
erly expects of it. 

The total audited expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1933 were $700,- 
006,256.53, a reduction of $3,716,277 
below the expenditures of the pre- 
vious year. The postal revenues 
for 1933 were $587,631,364.48, so that 
the gross deficiency of revenues 
was $112,374,892.05. This compares 
with audited expenditures of $793,- 
722,534.03, revenues of $588,171,- 
922.94, and a gross revenue deficien- 
cy of $205,550,611.09 for the fiscal 
year 1932. 

The amount expended during the 
year for shipping and commercial 
aviation subventions was $45,264,- 
945.57; the postage value of the 
mail service performed free for 
Congress, the courts, and the exc- 
cutive departments of the Govern- 
ment was $15,335,035. These and 
certain other items separately 
classified under the act of June 9, 
1930, providing for the segregation 
of non-postal items contributing to 
the deficiency of the postal rev- 
enues, aggregated $61,691,286.59, and

WHY SIR JOHN IS DISILLUSIONED. 
Sir John Simon is a disillusioned man. He is 
returning to London from Rome and Paris to con- 


found that Mussolini is training 2,000,000 young 
boys in the art of war. In France, he found changes 
being made in the conscript law to keep the ranks 
filled up, the changes being necessary because of 
the decreased birth rate in the. years 1914-18. In 
both countries, particularly France, large expendi- 
tures are being made for fortifications, fighting air- 
planes, tanks, machine guns, poison gas and all other 
war implements. ‘ 
In other words, despite all the lessons of the pas 
and despite the desperate need in Burope for gov- 
ernmental economy, the nations are arming to the 
teeth. Poor Sir John! His mission to European 
capitals was just about as successful as if he had 
been sent to Africa to sell overcoats and earmuffs to 
the Hottentots. When he left Rome, Sir John put 
it this way: “There is no use crying for the moon 
in matters of international disarmament.” 
This language is not of the usual diplomatic va- 
riety. Ordinarily, statesmen working on disarma 
ment keep up the pretense that they are getting 
somewhere. Ordinarily, they say that “preliminary 
accords” have been reached or that “agreements 
in principle” have been arrived at, in the best man- 
ner of Talleyrand, who said that language was in- 
vented to conceal thought. However, the world has 
not been fooled by: ajl the shoddy pretense of re- 
| The tip-off as to the farcical nature of these con- 
ferences was long ago given by Maxim Litvinoff, the 
Russian Commissar for Foreign Affairs. In his first 
appearance at a disarmament conference in Geneva, 
he, to the astonishment and dismay of the assem- 
bled delegates, proposed 100 per cent disarmament 
on the part of all nations. That, we may say, 
can be laughed off as a mere gesture. Subsequently, 
however, he scaled the proposal down to 80 per cent, 
50 per cent and even lower, only to find it studiously 
ignored. 
What a travesty it is on the wisdom of the human 
race! Leaving out of the question the arguments 
of pacifists against heavy armaments, it is folly for 
nations already groaning with the burdens of debt to

THE EVIL FRANCHISE. 
When the citizens of Chester, Ill; gave a majority 
vote last week against a municipal electric light 
plant, they were influenced to some extent by the 
fact that the utility corporation serving the city 
has a franchise with 17 years to run. The argument 
was made by business men opposing the municipal 
plant that, with a franchise so long to run, the power 
company would neither sell out nor withdraw; that 
as a result the city plant would not get a large 
enough volume of the business to be profitable. 
Thus the evil of the franchise was brought home 
to Chester. Only three years ago, the city granted 
a new 20-year franchise to the power company. This 
was at a time when many enlightened cities, some 
of them in Missouri, were refusing to renew or grant 
franchises. Chester has learned that a franchise, 
granting a vested right, strangles municipal freedom. 
Moberly, Concordia and California are Missouri 
cities that clearly saw the evils of the franchise. 
They refused to renew expiring grants. Now they 
have been allotted funds by the Public Works Admin- 
istration to build their own electric plants, to make 
themselves free of the exactions of holding com- 
panies. They may proceed with construction plans 
that will give employment to many of their people 
and broaden the opportunity for civic progress. Ches- 
ter could have done the same, but a franchise was 
in the way. 
The moral is: Grant no more franchises. 
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It’s been strike two on the mighty Casey since

HE former Vice-Governor of the Federal 

Reserve Board, Edmund Platt, had a let- 

ter in last Wednesday’s Herald Tribune 
discussing a recent article of mine which 
dealt with the basic agreement between 
Prof. Charles Rist, the French monetary 
expert, and Prof. Warren. After admitting 
that in the Rist article there are “‘sentences 
which seem to support Prof. Warren,” Mr. 
Platt goes on to say that Mr. Rist “never- 
theless completely demolishes” the Warren 
theory, and that I “either could not have 
read it (the Rist article) or failed to note 
the sections which are diametrically in op- 
position to Prof. Warren’s theories.” This 
is serious and calls for a reply. 

Myr. Platt’s proof for claiming that I have 
misrepresented the matter is as follows: 

“Apparently Mr. Rist does not believe that 
the drop in prices to their present level 
could have been avoided even by devaluing 
our currency as early as 1922, He says, ‘As 
regards price levels, we would probably be 
where we are today, but the disasters we 
have experienced in getting there would 
have been avoided.’ By the last clause, I 
suppose he means that the shock to confi- 
dence given by the suspension of gold pay- 
ments in England and elsewhere might have 
been avoided.” 

This is a misunderstanding not only of 
Prof. Rist, but of Prof. Warren. The point on 
which the two professors agree, and it is the 
main point in diagnosing the monetary dis- 
aster of the lagt 10 years, is that gold prices 
were bound to fall to something like the pre- 
war level. Both agree on the reason they 
had to fall; namely, as Mr, Rist puts ‘it, 
that “nothing in the quantity of gold produc- 
tion justified any such reduction in the pur- 
chasing power of gold” ag would be repre- 
sented by a price level of 50 per cent above 
pre-war. As Prof. Warren was able, in 1920, 
to predict this fall in prices, and to predict 
it, not by gazing into a crystal ball, but on 
the basis of his theory, I maintained in my 
article that he had earned the right to a re- 
spectful hearing.

Obviously, Mr. Rist doeg not believe that 
the drop in gold priceg could have been 
avoided by devaluing our currency in 1922. 
But neither does Mr. Warren. The very es- 
sence of the argument of both men is that 
the fall in gold prices was, as Mr. Rist says, 
“inevitable.” 

Both men agree further that, if in 1922, 
and after, the monetary authorities had rec- 
ognized that gold prices had to fall, “we

regards prices, but “the disasters we have 
experienced in getting there would have 
been avoided.” What were those disasters 
which we would have avoided? Mr, Piatt 
thinks they are Britain’s and our suspension 
of the gold standard. Surely he misunder- 
stands; the disasters Mr. Rist must mean 
are the miscalculations which caused the 
breakdown of the gold standard. 

Had the British authorities known in 1925 
that gold prices must fall rapidly to pre- 
war, they would either have devalued the 
pound or reduced wages, the national debt 
and other fixed charges. They would not 
have incurred the digaster of going on the 
gold standard and having to abandon it a 
few years later. Had the American authori- 
ties known in 1925, or, better still, in 1922, 
that gold prices had to fall to pre-war, they 
would never have permitted and encouraged 
the American people to create a structure of 
fixed charges, of debts, wages, rents, rates 
and what not, which could not be carried at 
the pre-war level. When I find that all 
through the ‘20s Prof. Warren was exhort- 
ing farmers and others not to go into debt 
because prices had to fall, I am moved to 
fee] that he had greater financial insight 
than the Federal Reserve Board of which 
Mr. Platt was a distinguished member. 


Mr. Rist does not discuss the question as 
to whether raising the price of gold is an 
effective method of raising the price level. 
So I do not presume to say what he thinks 
of the present gold-purchasing policy. But 
that he doeg believe that a higher price level 
requires a lower gold content, which is the 
same thing as saying a higher gold price, is 
inherent in every argument he uses. There- 
fore, I said, and now repeat, that the basic 
analysis of these two men is the same. In 
view of Mr. Rist’s high authority and un- 
questioned loyalty to sound money and the 
gold standard, this is of great importance 
to Americans who are wondering what kind 
of adviser the President has been listening to. 

My purpose in calling attention to this 
agreement on the diagnosis was to induce

It seems to me that « recognition of Prof. 
Warren's intellectual respectability might 
induce men who have greater practical

Government liquor stores were 
suggested, as the best solution of 
the liquor control problem, in the 
Rev. Dr. William B. Lampe’s_ser- 
mon at West Presbyterian Church 
last night.

It has not yet been decided 
whether the all-star contest, in- 
augurated at Chicago last season, 
will be played at the Polo Grounds 
or Yankee Stadium. 

The big leagues will have a spe- 
cial opening game at the national 
capital on April-16, when the Bos- 
ton Red Sox will play the Wash- 
ington Senators with President 
Roosevelt throwing out the first 
ball. 

The general opening day sched- 
ule, for April 17, follows: 

American League—Washington at 
Boston, New York at Philadelphia, 
Detroit at Chicago, ST. LOUIS AT 
CLEVELAND. 

National League — Boston at 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia at New 
York, Chicago at Cincinnati, 
PITTSBURGH AT ST. LOUIS. 
The big league schedules, drawn 
up by the committee consisting of 
the two league presidents, John A. 
Heydler and Will Harridge, along 
with Harvey Traband, National 
League secretary, mark the first 
all-Sunday slate in the history of 
organized baseball. 

As a result of repeal of the Penn- 
sylvania blue laws, the tHree clubs 
in that State were allotted. their 
share of Sunday games. Each re- 
ceived 12 Sabbath dates, as did all 
the others. 

Clubs in both leagues have sched- 
uled doubleheaders for July 132, to 
make up for the date given the all- 
star game.

BILLIKENS PLAY 
M'KENDREE FIVE 
HERE TOMORROW

Following week-end activities 
which brought a defeat to Wash- 
ington and a. victory to St. Louis 
U., the Bears and Billikens this 
week engage in games which 
should prove fine preparation for 
their first meeting Jan. 16. Tomor- 
vow night the Billikens, owners of 
four victories in six games, will 
take on McKendree College. The 
Bears play two games, both away 
from home. Wednesday night the 
Bears will be in Indianapolis for a 
game with /Sutler and Saturday 
night will see them playing the Ok- 
lahoma Aggies at Stillwater. 

Thus far, there appears little to 
choose between the Bears and the 
Billikens. To date, the St. Louis U.

Bear Lineup Indefinite. 

The makeup of the Washington 
team is somewhat unsettled, even 
after seven games. Coach White 
started a new combination against 
Grinnell Saturday night, and after 
a fairish start, it didn’t function so 
well. The chances are that on this 
week’s trip the coach will. revert 
to his former lineup, Which will in- 
clude Captain Kern and/Hafeli at 
the forwards, Maysack at center 
and Martinteni and Moller at 
guards. However, the showing of 
“Chick” Droke, former Beaumont 
High star, against Grinnell was one 
of the bright spots of, the disap- 
pointing evening and he may get 
more work as a running guard. 

Moller is an effective guard, but 
apparently not so effective a cen- 
ter. Mautz, in the opinion of many 
observers, is the best point getter 
on the squad. It wasn’t that the in- 
dividual Washington players were 
“off” Saturday night when they 
lost a close 33-29 decision to Grin- 
nell, but the combination had not 
been working together for very 
long and it looked just that way. 
There’s plenty of good material at 
Washington; the correct combina- 
tion only remains to be found. 

Footbal] Stars Join Bills. 

At St. Louis U., the addition of 
several football stars to the squad 
has raised the hopes of the Billi- 
kens, who now look forward to a 
more than ordinarily successful 
season.

Employment Situation. 


The Federation reported that 1, 
800,000 persons out of work at the 
end of 1932 now have jobs in indus- 
try and 4,600,000 have been given 
temporary work under the Civil 
Works and Public Works adminis- 
trations and the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Cops. 

“In wages,” it said, “there have 
been definite gains under codes for 
the lowest wage groups; but work- 
ers of average or higher wages have 
been forced to a lower living stand- 
ard. Hourly wage rates average 
higher by 5% cents per hour, but 
in many cases this is not enough 
to compensate for shorter hours; 
and in no case is it enough to com- 
sate for higher prices. 

“Millions who got jobs during the 
year are better off, but those who 
had jobs at more than a minimum 
have lost ground. 


“Mass buying power has gained 
during the year.. The effect of 
this buying power has been to stim- 
ulate business, and the gain in bus- 
iness makes the outlook for 'em- 
ployment and earnings in industry 
considerably brighter at this new 
year’s than last. 

“All these gains show progress, 
but we must not forget that in No- 
vember 10,702,000 workers still had 
no industrial employment, £hat 
CWA funds giving temporary work 
to 4,000,000 will be exhausted Feb.

Kept Motor Running in Waist-Deep 
Water in Sub-Chaser‘s 
Engine Room. 

Elmer J. L. Boeckstiegel, young 
first-class fireman in the Naval 


Reserve unit here, has been com- 
mended by Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson for his heroism in bring- 
ing a damaged sub-chaser safely to 
shore last May, after the craft, 
used as a training boat, had been 
swept against a pier of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge. 

“The Board of Awards,” wrote 
Secretary Swanson, “has been 
pleased to recommend you to the 
attention of the departmerz.. for 
your highly commendable actions 
following a collision of U. S. Sub- 
chaser’ No. 330 when the vessel] was

Women, outstandingly represent- 
ed in the arts and professions in 
Latin America even before they had 
entered some fields in the United 
States, were beginning to come into 
their own, he said.

' Women’s Fight for Recognition.

He related that his daughter, 
overhearing a conversation about 
the home, had interpolated, “I know 
the Americans are the best hus- 
bands and Chileans the worst, but 
I think I'll marry a Chilean.” 

“She was only 10 years old, but I 
think she may have touched on a 


far-reaching explanation of the 
attitude of Latin-American wom- 
en,” said Davilla. “They know 


their‘husbands will rule them, and 
sometimes will be unfair, but yet, 
apparently they like it. 


“When I announced that I pro- 
posed\to give women the vote in 
Chile, there was a storm. News- 
paper men called on me to ask for 
my reasons. I had to respond with 
another question, ‘What reason is 
there to deny them the vote?’ 

“I hope you will forgive me if I 
do not believe women are any bet- 
ter than men in politics. From the 
time that. Wyoming gave women 
the ballot in 1869 until they ob- 
tained suffrage in Spain three years 
ago, 28 countries in all have given 
them the vote. Nothing extraordi- 
nary has happened in any of these 
countries that could be attributed 
to woman suffrage. None of the 
evils and none of the benefits that 
were forecast has been produced. 
Socially and economically, those 
countries are just where they were 
before.”

No-Trump Open- 
ing Bid 
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of crimes,

a on a four-card suit. Preserve at 
8 all times the sanctity of the forcing 
$ bids; the alternative is to make 
| an unusual kind of two-no-trump 
bid. Such bids with an unprotected 
suit have been explained in the last 
few articles; today I wish to talk 
about the responding procedure. 


Scenting the Unusual. 


When your partner bids two no 
trumps, and you respond with three 
no trumps or three in a suit, and 
your partner now bids other suits, 
you should become very suspicious 
of the normality of his opening bid. 
Particularly if he bids two suits, 
showing willingness or even eager- 
ness to play the hand at the leyel 
of four, which, of course, implies 
willingness to play in four no 
trumps as no suit has been found 
so far. You must suspect that he 
has a 4-441 hand and beware of 
passing his suit bids or of showing 
any preference for either suit, un- 
less you have four trumps for him. 
With less than this, revert to no 
trumps. Only if he has bid a suit 
twice may you assume that it is a 
five-card suit, so that three trumps 
in your hand will supply normal 
support for it. The slam angle is 
likely to be remote since we are 
assuming that you could only re- 
spond in minimum terms. And this 
brings me to a slightly more precise 
method of making a slam try in re- 
sponding to two no trumps. Nowa- 
days we must not pass up any op- 
portunity to improve our slam bid- 
ding, and especially the grand-slam 
possibilities—plainly a matter prin- 
cipally of aces in this particular 
bidding sequence—must be careful- 
ly tended. 

A Response of Four No Trump in 

Reply to Two 

May be made when your hand of- 
fers two sure re-entries in no- 
trump play. This is, as ever, the 
basis of a natural response, and 
your partner needs a natural re- 
sponse for a slam try. In view of 
the great conglomeration of high 
cards promised by the opening bid, 
you should judge these probabilities 
more leniently than if you were 
showing two entries over a one-no- 
trump bid. Your partner. has 
shown far greater promoting power 
for your face cards, and the oppo- 
nents will hold few high cards 
against you. With K x x in one 
suit and K J x in another, this 
jump response is justified, or with 
Axx and Q J x; or A J x and 
Q xx. The fact that you have 
an ace can probably be included in 
a later bid when the opener appears 
to be stopping because he is afraid 
of that ace being against him.

Visualizing Nerves 


ROM Vienna there comes a re- 
F port to the effect that a Jap- 
anese ‘physician has developed 
a method for securing X-ray pic- 
tures of nerves. 
This physician injects a solution 
of poppy seed oil and iodine either 
in the region of the nerve or into 
the nerve itself. The _ solution 
spreads within the tissues and 
makes possible the X-ray visuali- 
zation of the nerve. 
An X-ray is made by transmitted 
“light,” the X-rays which are not 
light rays actually penetrating the 
object examined and affecting the 
photographic plate or film on the 
opposite side of the object under 
inspection. 
The contrasts seen in the X-ray 
plate are caused by the difference 
in the resistance offered by various 
parts of the examined object to the 
passage of the X-rays. 
Thus, when an X-ray of the hand 
is made, the bones resist the pas- 
sage Ol ‘1e rays more than does 
the flesh. Hence we have what is 
correctly called a shadowgram of 
the hand in which the bones stand 
out by their contrast to the fleshy 
part of the hand through which the 
rays pass more readily. 
However, in an ordinary X-ray 
of, say, the forearm, it is not pos- 
sible to trace and see the path of 
the nerves, because the surround- 
ing muscle tissue is not different 
from nerve tissue in its resistance 
to the passage of the X-rays. 
By the injection of iodized fluids 
in and about the region of the 
nerves, or as the case may be, by 
the injection of iodized oils into 
head sinuses or other cavities in 
the body, it is possible to secure a 
contrast or a shadow, because the 
jodized oil is relatively more re- 
sistant to the pasage of the X-ray 
than is the surrounding tissue. 
The newly developed method for 
visualizing nerves should prove of 
value in studying injuries affecting 
nerve structures; in conditions
